With practical unanimity the 
press of the United States has given 
cordial reception to the blanket in- 
dustrial code, agreeing with 
president that it is feasible 
practical and can be successful if 
given full support by the country. 

Even among the dyed-in-the-wool 
yepublitan newspapers there has 
heen only one discordant note—the 
New York Herald Tribune in woe- 
begone tones lamenting that “regi- 
mentation of this sort is bound to 
force a host of employers either to 
curtail their establishments or to 
shut down completely if they would 
escape bankruptcy.”

EQUALITY BEFORE THE LAW. 

The granting of a new trial to 
John Stark, Jonesboro negro sen- 
tenced to the electric chair on his 
plea of guilty to the murder of a 
white woman, but whose confession 
was not corroborated by other evi- 
dence, as required by Georgia law, 
is an outstanding refutation of re- 
cent widely published charges origi- 
nating in the north that the negro 
cannot get justice in the courts of 
the south. 

The husband of the murdered 

woman had been tried and convicted 
and was serving a life term when a 
negro arrested by Atlanta police 
testified to the husband’s_ inno- 
cence and the guilt of Stark. The 
latter confessed the murder and 
the white man was pardoned by 
Governor Talmadge. 
Brought to trial, the negro Stark 
confessed the murder, was found 
guilty, and sentenced to death. An 
appeal was made by his counsel on 
the ground that the penal code pro- 
‘vides that “a confession alone, un- 
‘corroborated by other evidence, 
will not justify a conviction,’ and 
a new trial was promptly granted 
by the court. 

Judge Hutcheson’s decision was 
both correct and courageous, and 
it answers the constantly recurring 
charge that the law is not meted 
out to negroes and whites alike in 
the courts of the south.

PACIFIER WASHINGTON, July 30.—President, Roosevelt is say- 
ing it with flowers to all the discouraged members of his official 
family who want to quit. 

The latest posey was tossed via wireless to State Secretary Hull 
aboard ship. It expressed the ‘‘affectionate regard and confidence” 
of Mr. Roosevelt in his No. 1 cabinet man. 

By the end of the week, the president hopes to have all the 
quarreling boys wearing gardenias. He probably will. 


The Hull message came after Mr. Roosevelt received a private 
fill-in on what went on backstage at London. He called each of the 
returning delegates to the White. House before he left, for Hyde 
Park. He buzzed them closely. One was kept on the carpet until 
1:30 a. m., relating every detail he could recall. 

The delegates all sung praises of Secretary Hull. They admitted 
his imperturbable disposition probably saved the American dele- 
gates from tweeking each other’s noses bgfore they got through. 

Also, most of them had their axes out for Professor Moley. 


BLOOD But what hurt most was their warning that Hull was 
returning with blood in his eye. They hinted he would demand 
that Moley resign or be transferred or that he himself be permitted 
to resign. That was astounding because Hull is such a mild-man- 
nered man-it would be almost impossible to conceive of him with 
bloodshot orbs. 

. Apparently the conference was nothing but a collection of mis- 
understandings. Most of them centered about Hull. 

The London newspapers treated him as a fifth-rate actor in the 
international drama. They gave all the limelight to Moley. In 
addition Moley appears to have sent a wireless message to the Amer- 
ican embassy at London which was subject to misinterpretations. 

“Some interpreted the message as suggesting that the embassy 
keep an eye on the American delegates. 


There was also the inner trouble about Moley’s proposed cur- 
rency agreement. Hull declined to sign it until! he heard from Mr. 
Roosevelt. It is well he did. Mr. Roosevelt sided with Hull. 

These things led to mutual embarrassments which all parties 
now agree are just as weff forgotten. 

Actually they were not much more important than other squab- 
bles backstage in the American delegation. 


LEAK The hottest one was between ex-Governor Cox and Sena- 
tor Couzens. It seems Cox accused Couzens of whispering the 
news that a temporary stabilization agreement was near. Couzens 
laughed at him at first, but Cox was serious. Couzens investigated 
and found Cox himself had been the leak—inadvertently ot course.

When the present tariff law was passed, despite the united protest 
of America’s best-known economists, the tax on many articles was made 
so high as virtually to prohibit their importation. 

Foreign nations, thus barred from the world’s richest market, were 
bitterly resentful and at once made plans to get even. 

They levied import taxes to penalize American goods and even went 
so far as to establish a ‘‘quota’’ system to limit the amount of imports 
from America. : 

Apparently the limit of absurdity had been achieved. Each nation 
was trying to sell goods to the others while doing its utmost to keep 
the others from selling anything. 

But worse was to follow. Determined to win foreign markets at any 
cost, each nation in turn began to cheapen its money in order to reduce 
the cost of production and thus enable its people to undersell foreign 
competitors. 

And now the great nations of the earth, blinded by selfishness and 
stubborn wrath, present the sorry spectacle of two petty merchants 
bankrupting themselves in a desperate effort to injure one another. 

_ The situation is desperate now and statesmen labor in vain to re- 
lieve it. 
Yet there is a simple and obvious m 
rding protection to all. 

It is axiomatic that imports must equal exports. A nation cannot sell

JIMMY MATTERK 


Round-World Flyer Finds 
Crowd of 8,000 Ready to 
Greet Him Home. 


NEW YORK, July 30.—(/)—Smil- 
ing Jimmy Mattern came back today 
to the field from which he started his 
flight around the world June 3 and 
blamed “‘that Russian oil” for his fail- 
ure to complete it single-handed and 
in record time. 

"It was poor oil, he said, that 
brought him crashing down in the Si- 
berian wilds June 14, wrecking his 
ship so completely that only the mo- 
tor and instruments were salvaged. 

“Il was burning two gallons an 
hour,” he related, “and when I got 
up inside the Aretic circle the reserve 
supply of 35 gallons I had in a rear 
tank wouldn’t flow. as 

“I'd have made it at that if I could 
have got down and transferred the oil 
to a forward tank. But the fog was 
so thick I couldn't see any land.” 

The -Texas aviator also said that 
five of the 19 days he wandered in the 
Siberian wastes before Eskimos found 
him and took him to Anadyr are miss- 
ing—just as if he never had lived 
them. 

“I kept a diary of those days very 
carefully,” he said, “and had a record 
of 14 days. But when I got out I 
learned the time was 19 days. I don't 
know what happened to those other 
five days. But then, the sun just rose 
and set around your head and you 
never knew where you were at.” 

Mattern landed at Floyd Bennett 
field at 3:45 p. m. after a flight from 
Toronto, Ont., of 4 hours 15 minutes. 
He came in a plane that was loaned 
him in Alaska after a soviet pilot 
flew him from Anadyr to Nome. 

“Hello, everybody,” he shouted, as 
he climbed from the cockpit. 

A crowd estimated by airport offi- 
cials at between 5,000 and 8,000 per- 
sons gave a prolonged cheer. Twenty 
motorcycle policemen surrounded the 
red and silver plane. , 

Mattern, wearing a pair of high 
Russian: boots, limped as he walked 
to the administration building to be 
greeted by friends. He had injured 
his leg when his ship crashed in the 
wastelands of northern Siberia. 

Paul Codos and Maurice Rossi, who 
have been awaiting favorable weather 


for a projected non-stop flight to 
France, rushed to Mattern’s side. 
Representatives of Mayor John P. 


O’Brien expressed gratification that 
he had returned safely. 

Two hours before Mattern arrived, 
a rescue ship that had flown to Alas- 
ka a month ago to join in the search 
cP aa missing pilot landed at the 
ield. 3 

With Bill Alexander at the’ con- 
trols, the plane was flown here from 
Detroit after a trip by easy stages 
from Terrace, B. C. Others in the 
party, which was financed by Orving 
Friedman, Brooklyn’ brewer, were 
Thomas Abby, Fred Fetterman and 
Harold Person. 

Mattern, whose world journey had 
taken 57 and a half days, reached To- 
ronto early this morning after a 
forced landing at Lion Head, Ont. 
He rested and then pushed along the 
last lap of his trip. 

After his welcome at the field here 
he was escorted to a near-by hotel, 
where friends arranged a private din- 
ner. 

Misfortune befell the 28-year-old 
pilot almost from the start of his at- 
tempt to be the first to fly around the 
world, a record which since has gone 
to Wiley Post.

Walter McGee, who kidnaped Mary 
McElroy, and hastened to restore the 
young Albany golfer and national 
guard officer.

In a limited statement given out 
for young McConnell by one of his 
uncles, he was said to have had the 
impression that he was held in a com- 
fortable New York city flat. He also 
Dan .O’Connell said, that 
four or five armed men snatched him, 
knocking him unconscious as he step- 
ped from his motor car about 1:15 
a. m., July 7. When he recovered 
consciousness he was in the flat. 

Plenty of Food. 

“I was not tied or ill-treated,” he 
said. “They gave me plenty of good 
food and shaved me twice.” 

Morning fog veiled the Helderberg 
mountains when the youth wearily slid 
out of the Snyder's car into a group 
of county, state and New York city 
detectives. He smiled through a 
growth of beard and raised a hand in 
greeting to his father and uncle and 
District Attorney John T. Delaney.

Underworld Rumors. 

There had been underworld rumors 
for days that Lieutenant O'Connell 
was to be kidnaped. At noon Sat- 
urday the rumors and the mother’s 
fears blossomed into ugly reality. 

A telephone rang in the office of 
Samuel E. Aronowitz, former state 
commander of the American Legion, 
and law partner of Ed O'Connell. 

“Tell Eddie we've got his nephew 
and he will hear from us,” a man’s 
voice said. “If he tells police or the 
newspapers we will kill him.” 

In the next few days a series of 
letters and telephone calls were re- 
ceived by the O’Connells. In spite of 
their warnings against publicity, the 
kidnapers directed the publication of 
conspicuous newspaper advertisements 
containing the coded names of inter- 
mediaries. The code was so simple 
that thousands of newspaper readers 
readily deciphered it, substituting A 
for the number 1. for 2. C for 3, 
and so on. Three lists of interme- 
diaries. were submitted. 

Days of Silence. 

Then followed days of silence. 

A new letter came bringing infor- 
mation that O'Connell was alive and 
well. , 

This was followed July 18 by an 
advertisement in a New York -news- 
paper, reading: 

~*“Roma—please get 
me. (Signed) Manny

of the suggested intermediaries. These 
were contacted, and said it was “all 
Greek” to them.

Tarver Repeats Plea 
For Highway Money 


Demand that Georgia’s fcderal road 
money be released to the state high- 
way department was repeated Sun- 
of Dal- 
ton, in a telegram to Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace. 

Congressman Tarver said “I wish 
to repeat insistence that Georgia's 
portion of road appropriation be 
promptly allocated. Developments 
demonstrate there is now functioning 
in Georgia, a state highway commis- 
sion authorized to receive and expend 
fund and whose acts-in so doing will 
be valid as those of de facto offi- 
cials without regard to future court 
decisions concerning manner of their 
appointment and installation. 

“It is inconceivable that money
